GROWS 


Casualties at Corpus Christi Expected to 
Reach 800 as Search Continues. 


Mayor Gordon Boone and Roy 


Miller, chairman of the local Relief 


Committee, today requested the As- 
sodiated Press to make public the 
following statement: 
“The situation, so far as food 
supplies are concerned, is well 
in hand. Donations received 
from various cities added to the 
subsistence furnished by Fed- 
eral and State authorities here 


have for the present, at ieast, 
solved the food problem. 

“Our immediate needs are 
clothing and financial aid. Hun- 
dreds—in fact—thousands were 
compelled to leave their dwel- 
lings on brief notice, scantily 
clad and leaving al! their world- 
ly goods behind. In the storm 
area contiguous to Corpus Chris- 
ti at least 4000 adre~homeless 
and dependent upon the gener- 
osity of the people of Texas and 
other States, not only for food 
and raiment, but for a new start 
in life. 

“We therefore urge the pub- 

lic to send their gifts of cloth- 
ing and money.” 
The rising estimate of dead is 
based largely on conditions along the 
Nueces shore line where there is

detest us, deciared Senator John- 
son, in addressing a large and en- 
thusiastic audience here tonight. 

“The League of Nations,” he said, 
“comes to us after its principal 
| members ‘had been gorged with ter- 
‘gitory, with their boundaries and 
| their limits increased beyond their 
|wildest dreams and with other im- 
mense tracts of the world’s sutfacoc 
yet to be distributed among them. 
After these extraordinary acces- 
sions of territory, athe only going 
solvent national concern on earth 
undertakes by Article X to guar- 
antee forever these territogial limits. 

“This section freezes the world 
into immutability. It assumes to 
put in the world in a strait-jacket,

“Reyond and above ali this, the 
maintenance of this static condition 
is to be accomplish by the blood 
of just one nation, a that is ours. 

“Are you ready, Americans, to 
pledge your sons and yours sons’ 
sons to maintain and preserve for 
‘all time the present governments of 
the little nations we are #etting up 
in Europe and the present govern- 
ments and boundaries of the British 
and Japanese empires? 

“The great fundamental question 
which every American father and 
mother should answer is this: ‘Shall 
American boys police the world? 
Shall American blood uphold, main- 
tain and preserve old world gov- 
ernments and the territorial integ- 
| rity of the nations which have im- 
jmensely increased their boun- 
daries?'”’ 

Senator Johnson declared that the 
power of making war should be 
taken from sovereign rulers and 
yested in the people, who should 
have authority to decide the question 
by a@ referendum vote. Women, he 
said, who bear such heavy burdens 
of war, should be permitted to par- 
ticipate on an equal basis with men 


in determining whether their 
country should go to war.

“Instead of coming closer to the 
people in these vital matters, the 
League of Nations would go a step 
further from them and place the

He emphasized the point that the 

e covenant had been drawn up 
in secrecy and that popular sup- 
port for it in this country had been 
prompetd by official propaganda, 
paid for by taxation:from an over- 
burdened people. 

“The awful tragedy of the world,” 
he said, “the sorrow, the grief and 
the anguish of those whose dear 
ones made the supreme sacrifice, the 
fearful waste and weiter of neces- 
sity turned the thoughts of all men 
and all women to a prevention of 
another world cataclysm. We were 
resolved after the experiences of this 
great conflict, totakeasfar ag hu- 
man agen could, some forward 
pretlude another. 

“To all these people, and T-num- 
ber myself among them, the idea of 
a league or confederation or union 
of the nations of the earth in be- 
half of the right for the protection 
of the weak against the strong to 
preclude the successful culmination 
of national cunning and cupidity.

Dgclares Honor of America at Stake; Final Choice 
blust Be Made Now on League; People to — 
Render Ultimate Verdict.

“As you know, I have come from 
Washington on @ very Serious errand 
indeed, and I need not tell you with 
what a thrill the sight of this great 
body of my fellow citizens fills my 
heart, because J} believe that one of 
the most important verdicts of his- 
tory is now to be rendered by the 
great people of the United States. 

“I believe that this is a ¢ghoice of 
honér or dishonor. It will be a final 
choite which we shall make in this 
court of our ‘history. | | 

“One of the unexpected things I 
have found on my journey is that the 
people of the United States have not 
been informed as to the real é¢har- 
acter and scope and contents of the 
great treaty of peace with Germany. 
Whether by omission or by intention, 
they have been directed in all of the 
speeches that I have read to, certain 


points of the treaty which are in- 
cidental and stot central. Their vision 
has been drawn away from the real 
meaning of this great human docu- 
ment. 

“For that, my fellow citizens. is 
just what it is. It not only con- 
cludes a peace with Germany and 
imposes upon Germany the proper 
penalties for the outrage she at- 


tempted upon mankind, but it also 
concludes the peace in the spirit in 


which the war was undertaken by 
the nations opposed to Germany. 
“That challenge of war was ac- 
cepted by them not with the pur- 
pose of crushing the German people, 
but for the purpose of putting an 
end, once and for all, to such plots 
against the frée nations of the world 
as had Been, conceived in Wil- 
helmstrasse in Berlin, unknown to 
the people of Germany, not by their 
advice, by little groups of men, who 
had the military power to carry out 
private ambition. We went into this 
war not-only to see that power of 
that sort never threatened the world 
again, but we went into it for even 
larger purposes than that. 
PEOPLE LIBERATED. 


“Other autocratic powers may 
spring up, but there is only one soil 
in which they can spring up, that is 
in the wrongs done to free peoples 
of the world. And the heart and 


at liberty people all over Europe 
and in Asia wh@ have hitherto been 
enslaved -by powers which were not 
their righeful sovereigns and mas- 
ters. 

“So Tong as wrongs like that ex- 
ist in the werld, you cannot bring 
permanent peace to the world I 
go further.than that: So long as 
wrongs of t sort exist, you ought 
not to bring permanent peace to the 
world. Because thoke wrongs ought

rp; ought not to be composed, and the 
difficulty between an enslaved peo- 


ple and its autocratic ruler ought 
not to be composed. 

“If anybody discusses this ques- 
tion on the basis of party advantage, 
I repudiate him as a fellow Amer- 
fean [Applause] and in order to 
validate what I have said, I want to 
make oné or two quotations from 
representatives of a party to which 
I do not belong.

Into the hands of packers, wholesai- 
grocers ard retailers, and therely 
prevented postoffice authorities from 
filling orders filed by consumers. 
William Mulvihill, attorney for the 
city bureau on foods, markets ard 
farm products, charged at the at- 
torney'’s investigation into the 
cost of living. Approximately $1435.- 
000 worth of food was sold through 
the Chicago postoffice, and only part 
of two very small orders have been 
delivered to the postoffice, W. B. Car- 
lile, postmaster, stated today. 

The canned goods “are being 
stored away util the public has 
forgotten there ever was a promise 
of army goods at less than one-half 
of the present retail prices,” Mr. 
Mulvihill asserted. “Then it will be 
placed on shelves and retailed at 
profits that are, appalling.” 

Three yetail Grocers at the hear- 
ink admitted that their stores had 
sold army canned goods at more 
than 100 per cent. frofit.

BE AIDED. 


A Federal - State - Municipal 
Dispensary is Urged. 


Plan Humanitarian Work to 
Help Unfortunates. 


Will Give Effective Blow to an 
Traffic. 


If the’ plan proposed by Interna! 
Revenue Collector Carter for the es- 
tablishment of a narcotic dispensary 
at Normal! Hill Center goes through, 
as anticipated, the business of the 
drug peddlers’ who have been de- 
livering doses to unfortunates at a 
dollar or more each, and investing 


the proceeds In bonds and high- 
Priced automobiles, will go glim- 
mering. i 


It ie believed that the plan being 
worked up by the Collector and Dr. 
John V. ow, representing the 
Physicians of the city, will be a 
Success, and that addicts will re- 
ceive small and diminishing doses 
of narcotics, so that they may avoid 
death or insanity. 

In order to remove all possible 
opposition to the humanitarian plan, 
Assistant United States Dist.-Atty. 
Crane yesterday addressed a letter 
to the State Board of Pharmacy out- 
lining the plan under consideration 
and asking for criticisms or sugges- 
tions. It is believed there will be 
no opposition to the adoption of the 


the recent session of the California 
General Assembly making it illegal 
to prescribe or dispense narcotics’ to 
an addict for a longer period than 
thirty days and then only in diminieh- 
ing doses, has been hung up by 
a pending referendum. 


A smilar Federal-State-municipal 
arrangement is now being carried 
out in New Orleans and other cities, 
the government having consented to 
such regulations in the  enforce- 
ment of the Harrison Act as the 
conditions would seem to justify. 

It is the intention to keep a close 
watch on the addicts, and not only 
will drug peddlers and runners be 
out of a job, but unscrupulous 
Physicians and 
prescribe and dispense various nar- 
cotics, at outrageous prices, wil] be 
without excuse when apvrehended. 

It is recognized that a condition 

exists in thie city and vicinity, that 
calls for the exercise of much hu- 
manity, and it is believed that the 
arrangement about to be establish- 
ed, will care for a situation that 
has given the authorities much con- 
cern,

Because Frank L. Hutton, a Los 
Angeles broker, said he would ask 
no questions and pay a reward of 
$1000 for the recovery of jewelry 
valued at $7000, stolen from his 
Venice residence on September 11, 
Carl DuBert, accused of robbing the 
house, was discharged, yesterday, by 
Justice Forbes. John L. Richard- 
son, attorney for DuBert and Jay 
DuPont, another defendant. stated 
that Mr. Hutton promised that there 
weuld be no prosecution. Subsequent- 
ly DuBert made a confession. The 
court ruled that it could not be ad- 
mitted. 

DuBert, the testimony showed, 
went to Mr. Hutton and offered to 
find the jewelry. The next day he 
went to Venice and back of a house. 
near that of Mr. Hutton, where Du- 
Bert lived with DuPont, he dug the 
jewelry out of the sand. Mr. Hut- 
ton said DuBert declined to accept 
the reward. He said he had promised 
if the valuables were returned that 
“no questions would be asked.” 

Immediately after being dis- 
charged on this charge, DuBert’s 
hearing on a charge of robbing the 
residence of Nigel Barrie, a motion 
picture actor, of jewelry valued at 
$3000, began. The hearing was con- 
tinued until Monday.
